FRANKFORT, Ky. (Oct. 24, 2013) — The 25" annual Public Archives Symposium will be held
on Tuesday, Oct. 29, 2 p.m. at the Kentucky Department for Libraries and Archives in Frankfort.

Deirdre Scaggs will be the featured speaker at this year’s symposium. She is the associate dean
of the University of Kentucky Special Collections, and, with Andrew McGraw, is the co-author
of “The Historic Kentucky Kitchen: Traditional Recipes for Today’s Cook,” published last
month by the University Press of Kentucky. The volume contains recipes, commentary and
photographs describing more than 100 dishes as prepared by 19th and 20th century cooks.
Scaggs will offer insights into the sources used in writing the book, which include out-of-print
cookbooks, diaries and scrapbooks.

A reception, featuring light refreshments made from recipes in the book, will follow the
presentation.

The symposium, a yearly event sponsored by the Friends of Kentucky Public Archives Inc., in
cooperation with the Kentucky Department for Libraries and Archives (KDLA), increases the
public’s awareness of the wide range of historical records available for research in Kentucky’s
repositories.
